The  positive  results  came  from  four  herds. 

Follov/ing  the  notification  of  tv/o  or  three  cases  of  undulant  fever  in 
the  area  over  the  past  year  or  tv;o  it  was  decided  to  take  individual  cow 
samples  of  all  herds  in  the  area  from  which  unpasteurized  milk  is  sold  retail. 
Tight  farms  are  concerned  and  where  positive  results  v/ere  obtained  the 
ovmers  of  the  affected  animals  undertook  not  to  sell  suspect  raw  milk  to  the 
public . 

V'/e  also  have  an  arrangement  with  the  farmers  to  test  all  cows  brought 
into  the  milking  herds. 


TAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council. 
One  slaughterhouse  is  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale 
outside  the  area  in  addition  to  local  trade. 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  was  12,463  as  compared  v/ith 
13,666  in  1964  and  13,396  in  1963.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty  seven 
visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  including  regular  Saturday 
visits.  In  addition,  thirty  six  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  outside 
the  area  under  arrangements  with  Saltburn  and  riarske  U.D.C. 

The  income  for  the  year  from  moat  inspection  charges  amounted  to 
£544.  9s.  3ci. 


There  are  11  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  district.
